Mr.  Chairman,  Miss  Brimacombe  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  District 
for  the  year  1964. 

The  Birth  Rate  fluctuated  only  slightly  from  13.2.  to  13.0 

The  Still  Birth  Rate  remained  unchanged  at  l6,3 

The  Death  Rate  rose  slightly  from  14.0  to  14.8 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  rose  from  Nil  to  12.4 

Deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer  totalled  35.  ( 19^3  ” 54,  19^2  - 57  ) 

Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  rose  from  9 to  11  cases. 

Coronary  artery  disease  accounted  for  65  deaths,  an  increase  of  l6  cases 
on  1963. 

One  death  occurred  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  Two  patients  suffering 
from  the  disease  died  from  other  causes. 


No  cases  of  diphtheria,  poliomyelitis  or  food  poisoning  v/ere  notified. 


The  water  supplies  in  the  Rural  District  have  been  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  quantity.  The  results  of  bacteriological  exajninations  of  water  supplies 
were; -

It  is  probable  that  at  least  some  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  were 
occasioned  by  sampling  errors  since  in  all  cases  check  samples  taken  a few  days 
later  were  satisfactory. 

The  water  is  not  liable  to  be  plumbo- solvent  and  no  contamination  occurred. 

There  are  a few  properties  in  the  District,  possibly  about  tvfenty,  which 
have  not  a main  water  supply.

¥ATSR  SUIPUES 

Public  water  supplies  over  the  whole  area  are  provided  by  the  Isle  of  Wi^t 
Water  Board,  an  Authority  which  is  responsible  for  supplies  to  the  whole  IslaM. 
During  the  year  no  complaints  were  received  by  the  Public  health  Department  of 

the  Rural  District  Council. 


PUBLIC  CaNVEI^glEI^TCSS . 

Public  conveniences  are  provided  at  Bembridge,  Brading,  Niton  and  Godshill, 
All  public  conveniences  are  small  and  are  maintained  by  part-time  attendants. 

The  arrangement  for  the  public  to  use  conveniences  at  the  Buddie  Inn,  Niton, 
continued  to  function  without  difficulty. 

The  provision  of  tvro  additional  conveniences  at  Porelands,  Bembridge 
Lane  End,  Bembridge  was  authorised,  but  site  acquisitions  had  not  been  completed 
by  the  end  of  the  year. 

•nPAThWl^.E  AND  SEY^'ERACE. 

Main  sewerage  systems  are  provided  at  Apse  Heath,  Brading,  Bembridge, 
Blackgang,  Chillerton,  Godshill,  Niton  and  Whitv/ell. 


Disposal 


To  small  sewage  purification  works. 

Since  the  new  scheme  came  into  operation  in  1959  sewage 
from  the  Village  has  discharged  by  way  of  the  sea  outfall 
at  Ethel  Point.  The  Holder  tank  in  the  Lane  End  outfall 
has  proved  very  satisfactory  in  operation. 


Extensions  of  the  sev/er  have  been  laid  by  developers: 
Stone  Parm,  Bembridge 
Lane  End  Close,  Bembridge 
Hayes  Estate,  Bembridge 

and  \n.ll  in  due  course  be  taken  over  by  the  Rural  District 
Council.  Excessive  rainfa.ll  on  two  occasions  in  March 
caused  the  complete  s\ircharging  of  the  Bembridge  sev;ers, 
the  outfall  being  unable  to  deal  with  the  abnormally  high 
flow. 


Owing  to  considerable  development  in  the  Brading  area, 
the  sTd.  Works  in  'Wall  Lane  have  been  giving  some  trouble. 

This  'Works  serves  the  northern  part  of  bhe  Parish,  and  -when 
they  v/ere  reconstructed  some  eleven  years  ago  it  was  realised 
that,  o'vving  to  site  limitations  the  YiTorks  would  not  be 
capable  of  much  additional  loading. 

During  I96A/65  it  was  becoming  increasingly  obvious  that 
this  increased  load  Tv'as  beyond  the  capacity  of  the  present 
plant , 

The  new  scheme  for  the  southern  part  of  the  Parish  comprises 
a sj’-stem  discharging  to  a Pumping  Station  at  Morton,  from 
where  sewage  is  pumped  to  the  Sandowry^Shanklin  sewage 
disposal  plant.  Forty- four  connections  have  been  made  to 

the  new  sevver  in  Yarbridge,  Brading.

Se".Tage  discharges  into  a tank  at  the  head  of  the  Chine 
from  where  it  is  pumped  to  a disposal  works  at  some  distance 
from  the  inhabited  area. 

Chillerton;  To  settlement  tanks  and  land  irrigation  system. 

This  fimctions  without  trouble  but  cannot  be  considered  as 
meeting  the  demands  set  by  modern  standards, 

Godshillr  To  sewage  disposal  works.  This  plajat  is  approaching  the 

stage  when  enlargement  will  have  to  be  considered. 
Electricity  has  been  brought  to  the  site  at  G-odshill  and  the 
petrol  diiven  piomp,  after  over  30  years  service,  has  been 
replaced  by  an  electric  motor.  The  sludge  drying  beds  have 
also  been  enlarged  and  reconstructed.

These  small  plants  are  desludged  at  intervals  of  6 - 9 months  and  give  rise 
to  very  little  trouble,  but  it  has  become  evident  that  provision  will  have  to  be 
made  for  additional  maintenance  works  to  keep  effluents  up  to  standard. 


A system  of  drainage  serving  a few  cottages  in  Highwood  Lane,  Rookley, 
discharges  into  a settlement  tank  and  thence  by  means  of  an  effluent  drain  into 
a watercourse. 


The  Public  Health  Committee  ha.ve  considered  their  fut\ire  policy  regarding 
sewerage  and  have  given  first  priority  to  the  sev/erage  of  the  Winford  area, 
and  the  reconstruction  of  the  overloaded  plant  at  Brading,  Second  priority 
has  been  given  to  enlargement  of  the  sewage  disposal  Works  at  Roud,

The  Council  do  not  om  a cesspool  emptier  but  hire  a naohine  when 
from  Ryde,  Sa.idown  or  Ventnor.  A routine  service  is  not  in  operation  but  pits 

are  emptied  upon  application  " 

(a)  if  they  have  not  been  emptied  within  the  last  12 -months. 

(b)  if  they  are  overflov/ing  or  are  likely  to  overflow  in  the  near  future. 

As  we  have  to  depend  on  hiring  from  other  Authorities  there  ^e  times 
we  nave  no  machine  available  for  urgent  work.  Delays  are,  therefore,  J- 

and  although  they  are  kept  to  a minimum,  there  have  been  occasions  when  pits  ha 
been  awaiting  attention  for  several  weeks.  The  total  demands  on  the  Ri^al 
District  Council  are  not  sufficient  to  justify  the  purchase  of  an  emptying  machine.

During  19^4  loans  were  made  in  respect  of  the  purchase,  construction, 
repairs,  improvements  or  alteration  of  36  properties.  The  total  amount  paid  in 
this  respect  was  £181,075. 


CARAVAN  SITES  iljD  CONTROL  OE  DEVELOB.IENT  ACT,  I960 . 

Ten  caravan  licences  were  issued,  and  in  accordance  Y\n.th  the  provisions  of 
the  ilct  these  applied  for  the  same  period  for  which  planning  approval  was  held. 
Negotiations,  mainly  betv/een  the  Planning  Authority  and  the  Site  Operators' 
representatives  continued  upon  the  granting  of  permanent  planning  approval. 


During  the  year  inro  permanent  licences  were  issued.  Two  prosecutions  were 
taken  in  respect  of  caravans  stationed  without  licences.  In  one  case  a conviction 
was  obtained  with  a fine  of  £10;  this  is  a subject  of  an  appeal  to  Quarter  Sessions 
which  has  not  yet  been  heard.  The  second  case  was  dismissed  owing  to  a defect 
in  the  Summons,

One  hundred  and  four  samples  of  water  supplies  were  examined  for  bacteriolog- 
ical analysis  of  Y/hich  three  were  classified  as  unsatisfactory. 

Dirring  the  year  considera.ble  lengths  of  main  were  ladd  for  housing  estate 
developments  and  the  Alum  Bay  supply  was  improved  by  the  construction  of  an 
additional  service  reservoir  of  15,000  gallon  capacity,  (information  by  courtesy 
of  the  Engineer  to  the  Isle  of  YYight  \7ater  Board.)

There  is  a small  sewage  puri.fd.cation  plant  in  Shalfleet  Village  taking  the 
drainage  of  some  20  Council  houses  and  private  properties. 

Small  sewage  purification  plants  are  provided  at  Porchfield,  Thorley  and 
Newbridge  Housing  Estates,  and  there  is  a small  sev/age  purification  plant  at 
Alum  Bay  dealing  with  the  drainage  of  the  public  conveniences,  the  Needles  Hotel 
and  Tea  Rooms. 

A scheme  for  the  serving  of  Nev/bridge  Village  has  been  considered  but  action 
has  been  deferred  after  consideration  of  a list  of  priorities  for  the  whole

CQi’iST  EROTECTiaJ  ACT. 

The  Council  has  approved  the  scheme  prepared  by  their  consulting  engineers 
for  the  protection  of  the  coast  along  a 86O  yard  frontage  of  Totland  Bay  betvireen 
the  pier  and  a point  200  yards  south-v^rest  of  the  old  Life-boat  house,  and  for 
additional  protective  measures  to  the  base  of  the  existing  sea-»wall  north-east 
of  the  pier  to  Warden  Ledge. 

The  scheme  provides  for  drainage  of  the  cliffs,  and  to  minimise  landslip  ?ind  to 
protect ^.thebase  of  the  cliff  from  erosion  by  the  sea  by  the  construction  of  concrete 
sea*-wall  and  groynes.  The  work  is  to  be  started  early  in  I965.
